F the foundations be destroyed, what 

can the righteous do?” Psa. 11:4. 

Doomsday will tell the woeful story of 
every structure whose builder fails to 
build on a right foundation. No building, 
however well constructed above the 
ground, however choice the materials 
used, or skilled the workmanship, is safe 
or shall survive that day whose founda- 
tion is not as secure as the eternal rocks. 
Wise builders therefore exercise great 
care in laying firm foundations. 

To the schismatic church of Corinth, 
striving over its ministers, Paul wrote in 
defense of his ministry and labor among 
them, referring to himself as a “wise mas- 
terbuilder,” who had laid the foundation, 
and said, “For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” 1 Cor. 3:11. In the context he 
gave advice to all future comers about 
how to build on the foundation, and sol- 
emnly warned that “Every man’s work 
shall be made manifest: for that day shall 
declare it, because it shall be revealed by 
fire; and the fire shall try every man’s 
work, of what sort it is” (1 Cor. 3:10- 
15). This will be the trying fire of judg- 
ment. 

The one foundation of the church then 
is Jesus Christ. Nothing more. Observe 
how firmly Paul believed in the one foun- 
dation. “For I delivered unto you FIRST 
OF ALL that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures; and that he was buried 


and that he rose again the third day ac- 
cording to the scriptures” (1 Cor. 15:3, 
4). Paul believed in putting first things 
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first. He had not learned them of men, 
but had been taught them directly by the 
Lord. These were, and are, the great fun- 
damentals of the gospel. There could be 
no compromise on these points, so the 
great apostle guarded them jealously and 


proclaimed them vigorously. 


Wherever Paul preached—to the Jews 
in the synagogue, the barbarians of Lys- 
tra, the Stoics and Epicureans of Athens, 
to governors and kings, there was no cam- 
ouflaging or soft-pedaling this story. He 
was exultant when he wrote, “I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God.” So he preached it ev- 
erywhere—full and free—always pro- 
claiming the death and resurrection of 
our Lord. For example examine his ser- 
mon on Mars Hill, at Athens, and his de- 
fense before King Agrippa and Festus. 


Paul realized what this story meant to 
a lost world and was anxious that it 
should not be adulterated with things— 
things and methods that would cheapen 
the gospel and neutralize its power. He 
gloried in the cross and kept it ever at the 
front. He emphasized it as belonging to 
the true foundation. He said, “I deter- 
mined to know nothing else among you 
save Jesus and him crucified” (1 Cor. 2: 
2). He preached a simple message. He 
said, “Christ sent me not to baptize but 
to preach the gospel, not with the wisdom 
of words, lest the cross of Christ should 
be made of none effect.” (1 Cor. 1:17). 
He disdained the use of polished phrases 
of men. Enticing words of man’s wisdom 
might obscure the cross. So he and the 
other apostles stuck to the foundation— 
building for eternity—with the simple 
story that Jesus came to earth, was cruci- 
fied, died and rose again. 


New Testament writers referred to the 
death of Jesus 175 times. It is claimed 
that one out of every twenty-four verses

All of this money could not be raised 
in coupons but just think, in Atlanta alone more than 10,000,- 
000 coupons are cashed in, in Birmingham 15,000,000 coupons 
are cashed in annually, and besides this there are millions of cou- 
pons going to waste that nobody is using at all. To be sure, if ev- 
erybody in the Church of God, that uses the products on which 
appear the coupons that are listed in the Evangel, would save 
them for the orphans, it certainly would make a great differ- 
ence in our orphanage work and in the amount of money sent 
in for them.

They come from the Greek “pleg- 
mah,” to twist, and refers to the fashion- 
able manner of the Roman ladies of wear- 
ing their hair plaited and fixed with 
crisping pins. It might be compared with 
the fashion of permanent waves. 

Question: Does a man go to heaven 
or hell as soon as he dies? If so, what is 
the judgment for? If not, where does he 
stay until judgment?—T. G. 

Answer: The spirit of the man who 
dies in Christ goes to be with Jesus, the 
body returns to the dust. The sins of all 
those so dying have been sent on to judg- 
ment or, in other words, their acceptance 
of Christ and His plan of salvation has 
given them an experience antedating the 
judgment. It is only the sins of those who 
do not accept pardon that follow after 
and they have to be judged after death. 
Read 1 Thess. 4:13-18. Also, 1 Tim. 5: 
24, 25. 


Question: Will all that are in the Bride 
be rulers?—S. M. 

Answer: The majority of the scrip- 
tures, parables, etc., that refer to rulers 
or those who have accepted the Lord as 
being Priest and King refer primarily to 
Israel and to the kingdom. The Bride or 
Christ’s Church or the Church of God 
will be the object of the Lord’s affection 
in the kingdom age or the millennium. 
The Jews who have accepted the Lord 
are promised places of authority, hence 
they become rulers. 

Question: Who are the ones in the last 
resurrection that have done good unto 
the resurrection of life?

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It was in the year of 1913, during the 
feverish days that characterized the clos- 
ing of the Mexican Revolution, that this 
writer was brought into personal contact 
with these wonderful people under most 
unfavorable conditions. Yet, there was 
something about their gentle manners, and 
their smooth-flowing, romantic language 
that arrested and held his attention, with 
no thought of ever being saved and called 
to preach the gospel to them in their na- 
tive tongue. Spanish is very often referred 
to as “the language of the gods” in lin- 
guistic terms, and to know the Mexicans 
is to want to commune with them in this 
manner. 

About thirteen years after being con- 
verted and called to the ministry, your 
servant was again brought face to face 
with these interesting people in a most 
unusual manner, and in a way that 
seemed unfavorable at the time. To make 
a long story short, the evangelistic efforts 
of Sister Maria W. Atkinson brought 
forth the first gospel fruitage, as far as 
our work is concerned, and the first meet- 
ing was held in a hall dedicated to a com. 
munistically-inclined labor group. It was 
hard going for those responsible for the 
propagation of the gospel in that field 
during those days, sleeping on hard beds 
or what have you in the way of such ac- 
commodations; often eating bad food, 
and not enough of it at that, resulting in 
deadly dysentery and epidemic of boils; 
suffering from the severe tropical heat, 
wading through mud or choking with 
dust, surrounded by howling mobs of 
demon-possessed men, constantly menaced 
by mad dogs, poisonous snakes and in- 
sects, Yet, in spite of all this and more, 
the Lord helped us to establish the Church 
of God that stands as a monument of 
service to all those who prayed and 
worked for, gave, sent and went to this 
great work. Some of you might have read 
the exciting news in the Evangel back in 
the month of July, 1932. It read some- 
thing like this: “Since J. H. Ingram has 
been over in Old Mexico and established a 
thriving church, I hereby appoint him as 
Overseer of the work for the rest of this 
Assembly year. Signed, General Over- 
seer.” If not mistaken we set the church 
in order with forty members at the cen- 
tral station and since that time more than 
a thousand souls have been saved, accord- 
ing to the reports, and we have a settled 
membership of about three hundred. 
Moreover, the influence of the gospel has 
so affected Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, that 
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it may not rightly be referred to as a 
center of sedition, like it once was. And 
though many other churches have closed 
their doors under government orders, we 
have been allowed to keep our headquar- 
ters mission, and have established four 
more strong churches, with all the con- 
gregations housed in their own buildings. 
We attribute all this to God’s doings, and 
our desire is to give Him all the glory for 
what has been accomplished. 


You are, or should be aware, dear read- 
er, of the severe restrictions placed upon 
the servants of God in Mexico. And yet 
the government is not altogether to 
blame, as this condition was brought on 
largely through the Catholic clergy mix- 
ing too freely in politics, etc. For example, 
no church society may hold property nor 
is anyone except native-born Mexicans 
permitted to preach, according to their 
laws. Some preachers are obliged to pay 
occupational taxes that range from 
around ten to fifty pesos per month, and 
some have to pay as high as four pesos 
per head for each candidate for water 
baptism. Even Mexicans are forbidden to 
hold property in the name of the church, 








and they must have at least ten adult 
members before they can petition the 
government for right to worship. And to 
hold meetings in a private home or rented 
hall with a view to getting together the 
desired number of members or adherents, 
is prohibited by law under the extreme 
penalty of confiscating the property so 
used. For a recognized native minister to 
get out of his own little designated sphere 
of activity and baptize other believers is 
to lay himself liable to a five-hundred-pe- 
so fine. Yet, in spite of these exciting con- 
ditions, we seem to be the most favored 
people in all of Mexico, not that we are 
more worthy than any of the Lord’s other 
people, it is God’s unmerited favor. 

You have probably heard of the big 
mission turn-over through the General 
Overseer, some one, or all of the Mission 
Board members who were present with us 
at the great convention in Mexico City 
January 22-26, so brief mention of this 
meeting should suffice for the time. As 
affects the union of the National Chris- 
tian Church with the Church of God, the 
initial accounting shows a list of eighty- 
two churches and missions with a regis- 
tered membership of 4,815. This, of 
course, is not a complete list of all the 
congregations comprised in the work that 
spreads out through eight or more states 
and the Federal District. We are revis- 
ing the list and hope to have it more 
complete by the time of our next General 
Assembly. 

It is a long story of how we contacted 
these people. First, Sister Atkinson went 
down there, then the writer went alone, 
later taking the General Overseer, Brother 
J. H. Walker, with him at the beginning 
of his second round-the-world mission 
tour in 1937. The final decision regarding 
the union was reached just prior to our 
last General Assembly, the same being 
confirmed unanimously by secret ballot 
taken among the pastors and other au- 
thorized delegates at the last General 
Congress. It also stood unanimously ap- 
proved on the assembly floor. We counted 
it a great pleasure to have our esteemed 
General Overseer and four members — of 
our Foreign Mission Board; namely, J. H. 
Walker, E. W. Williams, M. P. Cross, E. 
C. Clark, and E. E. Winters, with us on 
this notable occasion. 

With a mass movement to the Church, 
one may expect to be confronted with 
new and difficult problems. It is more 
like catching a great draught of fish,

“Hitler believes that the world can be 
conquered and ruled by terror. He believes 
that fear is the most powerful weapon 
that can be used. He has never minded 
the revelation of atrocities. He believes 
that horror has a certain fascination for 
people and that fear paralyzes the will. He 
thinks that fear and terror, far from 
strengthening the will to resist, weakens 
it. He will first make people craven and 
then conquer them. And if one nation 
resists he will subject it to such a fate 
that other nations will think twice be- 
fore they also resist. The systematic ex- 
termination of a people by assassination, 
starvation, freezing and disease is pos- 
sible. It can be done. And the Nazi Sa- 
traps in Poland are doing it.” The above 
from the Charlotte News of Feb. 1, 
gives a working picture of the spirit of 
Antichrist. Not only will Poland, -Aus- 
tria, Czechoslovakia and other conquered 
people be thus treated but that same 
spirit is on the march everywhere. 

The same spirit is manifest in the fol- 
lowing statement of General Goering, 
Hitler’s right-hand man: “In the coming 
war there will be no respect whatsoever 
for ‘neutral rights. I warn you if it is to 
our advantage we will occupy your coun- 
try. If the order comes from us to per- 
mit it, I advise you to accept, in the in- 
terests of your country. Then it is possi- 
ble that you will be rewarded later by 
getting your country back. We intend to 
take lands to the east of us. We need new 
soil for the growing German population. 
As to your people, we shall simply sweep 
them out of the way.” There you have it 
from the lips of him who knows what 
he is talking about. Humanity and life 
blood mean absolutely nothing to the 
Hitlers and Stalins of the world. “God 
hath put it into their hearts to fulfill 
His will.” 

The Associated Press of January 28 
carried the following significant words: 
“There dre at least 5,000 girls between 
the ages of 16 and 22 hitchhiking across 
the nation and swarming through hobo 
jungles. They are the greatest menace to 
American society. Ignorant of the pit- 
falls, they try to act tough. Many of them 
carry guns. They have brought a curse 
on every itinerant in the nation.” Sure, 
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the home life of the nation is practically 
extinct. Boys and girls alike wander 
wheresoever they please. Home restraint 
is a thing of the past. Family prayer is 
passing and the altars have been set aside 
to make room for Amos and Andy and 
Lum and Abner. “Travel to and fro,” 
“falling away,” “perilous times,” “‘with- 
out natural affection,” they are all here. 


In connection with the breaking up of 
homes the following from Liberty Maga- 
zine of February 3 is very interesting. 
Judge Ben Lindsay, speaking from Los 
Angeles, California, says: “Look at Los 
Angeles county for instance. In it, ac- 
cording to the official annual report of 
the county clerk, there were 14,084 do- 
mestic relations actions filed in our su- 
perior court for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1939. Of this number 12,382 
were for divorce and 1,572 for annul- 
ment or separate maintenance. Court of- 
ficials have estimated that more than 
20,000 youngsters are involved in this 
tragic annual home-breaking orgy.” There 
you are. That is a picture of American 
home life in one county alone. Children 
raised in an atmosphere of hatred and 
bickering on the part of the parents. 
“Without natural affection,” says Paul. 


A leading American citizen said this 
the other day: “Whenever the govern- 
ment assumes autocratic control over in- 
dustry, it must, in order to maintain this 
control, gradually suppress freedom of 
assembly, freedom of the church, freedom 
of the press, and freedom of speech. . . . 
When the right of free enterprise was 
abandoned in Germany and Italy under 
a totalitarian government, the professors, 
too, were silenced. When the leaders of 
business had surrendered their freedom, 
then the clergy was restricted. This is an 
evil which should have been eliminated 
but it is of no more an evil than excessive 
power in the hands of government.” 
These things are obviously with us and 
shall remain with us until the Prince of 
Peace sits on the throne of David in the 
City of Peace. Let God’s people be of good 
cheer. Deliverance is at hand. 


The papers of February 1, carried this 
story: “A dispatch from Salonika, Greece, 


some loss of life in an 
earthquake which shook the Mount 
Olympus region. Several houses col- 
lapsed.” Then again the papers of Feb- 
ruary § (the day this is written) carry 
the news as follows: “Ankara, Turkey.— 
Forty-five persons were reported killed 
and scores injured in an earthquake dur- 
ing the night which destroyed two vil- 
lages in Erzincan, northeastern Turkey. 
This region bore the brunt of last De- 
cember’s earthquake disaster in which 
tremblers, severe weather, and _ floods 
killed more than 30,000 persons. Reports 
of the new shock did not say how large 
an area was affected.” The sickening reg- 
ularity of these quakes both at home and 
abroad are positive assurances of His 
soon coming.

NEWSWEEK gives the following as 
of February 5: “In New York the Joint 
Distribution Committee reported more 
than 250,000 Jewish deaths in Poland 
since September 1 and added that 80‘% 
of the remaining 2,250,000 Jews in Ger- 
man areas had been reduced to beggary, 
with typhus epidemics raging in War- 
saw, Lodz and other cities.”

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AT THE CHURCH OF GOD PUBLISHING HOUSE 
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The machine at which you are looking 
in the picture is a Kelly Automatic Maga- 
zine Press. It is much smaller than the 
other magazine presses but has an auto- 
matic feed, thus eliminating much of the 
work necessary in running the large mag- 
azine press. It is also much faster than 
the larger presses making a top speed of 
about 4,000 impressions an hour. This 
machine turns out a good deal of the job 
work which is taken in at the Church of 
God Publishing House. It is also used to 
print the Lighted Pathway cover on both 
sides. The one which you see in the pic- 
ture is the Christmas number of the 
Lighted Pathway. Though this machine 
has an automatic feed when it is running 
as it should if anything gets wrong with 
the paper or the feeding it automatically 
stops, or if the drier which dries the ink 
to keep it from offsetting, happens to 
catch a sheet on fire, the press also stops, 
thus going a long way toward taking care 
of itself after everything has been set and 
it started.

The Foundations 
(Continued from page 1) 

in the New Testament deals with the 
blood of Christ. The cross with its gore 
and infamy, to the Greeks foolishness and 
to the Jews a stumblingblock! (Greek for 
stumblingblock is skandalon, meaning 
scandal.) But how it thrilled believers, 
and how its strange power saved, sal- 
vaged, transformed the lost! 


Would not a return to the simple prac- 
tice of the apostles prove to be a boon to 
Christianity? How paltry are the substi- 
tutes that so often replace the simple 
story! It is a sad misfortune indeed that 
other means have been employed to win 
men to the Church, because their use ig- 
nores and threatens the great foundation. 
Let us consider some of them: 


1. The preaching of doubt by skeptical 
men, who have cast their lot with the 
Church without accepting Christ. Their 
sermons may be scholarly, garnished with 
the poetry of Shakespeare and the phi- 
losophy of the sages; or it may be with- 
out scholarship, graced with neither 
thought nor feeling, but if it omits what 
Paul refers to as first things, its brilliance 
and beauty or lack of it cannot make up 
for the power of the gospel. 


2. The appeal to overwrought emotions 
by the skilled finger of pathos. Relating 
sad incidents in an effort to provoke tears 
beggars the power of the gospel. The re- 
hearsal of sob stories will invariably pro- 
duce tears, but only the old story of God’s 
perfect sacrifice for sin on Calvary will 
produce godly sorrow that worketh re- 
pentance. The right use of illustrations 
is not condemned, but the fact that some- 
one weeps is not conclusive evidence that 
he is tired of sin and desires to live a new 
life. Men are not called to repent because 
a faithful dog lost his life in a heroic ef- 
fort to save a child, or anything of this 
kind, but because God so loved the world 
that He gave His only begotten Son. 

3. The threat of divine retribution. Not 
even the doctrine of eternal hell fire can 
take the place of the story of Christ in 
bringing men to salvation. To threaten 
sinners with the flames of hell is not suf- 
ficient to bring them to true repentance 
and salvation. But when sinners are 
brought face to face with the awfulness 
of sin, which they will agree deserves in- 
finite punishment, and which makes hell 
necessary, and hear how Jesus has stood 
in the sinners’ place in an effort to satis- 
fy public justice, atone for sin and recon- 
cile them to God, they are profoundly 
touched and can see the reasonableness of 
salvation and the approval of the cross. 

The power of the gospel, preached in 
its simplicity, is without competition as a 
means of saving souls, even in the much 
enlightened twentieth century. Another 
gospel may be preached—but it cannot 
save. Eloquence, dramatics and threats of 
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fiery judgment have their places, but the 
first place—the impregnable foundation 
—yesterday, today and forever, is Jesus 
Christ, “Who died for our sins***and 
rose again.” Let the Church emuate the 
apostles and bring Him and His gospel to 
the front. 

But what of our text, “If the founda- 
tions be destroyed”? This foundation can- 
not be destroyed. It is eternal. However, 
individuals, churches, and society may de- 
stroy it from their own lives and pro- 
grams, and thus destroy themselves. 

There is great alarm about the subtle 
causes so insidiously undermining the 
foundations of society, about the break- 
down of moral foundations, the relentless 
effort of evil agencies working life ter- 
mites to effect economic breakdown and 
governmental collapse. The alarm is jus- 
tified. But in the language of David, “Is 
there not a cause?” Can society ignore the 
greatest moral force and be blest? When 
He is left out, forgotten, morality, good 
government, society and civilization are 
destined for certain ruin. 


The Church is the guard of the foun- 
dations. The righteous will suffer with 
the wicked if he keeps silent and fails to 
proclaim the grand old story, for the 
foundations of society depend on the gos- 
pel of our Savior. All other foundations 
crumble when the one foundation disap- 
pears from the program of society. 


The greatest existing commentary on 
this subject is the nations of today which 
in their arrogance have attempted the 
annihilation of the religion of Je- 
sus. They have dreamed of Utopianism; 
thought they were the builders of inde- 
structible structures. But how suddenly 
their ingenious creations have begun to 
totter, and they find themselves in the 
throes of wars and devastations that 
threaten their existence. The reason is all 
too plain—the foundation is out. And so 
the structures tumble—a solemn warn- 
ing to the rest of mankind, for when the 
foundations are destroyed not even the 
righteous can save the world from judg- 
ment, tribulation and ruin.
